in. late March 1952 North Korean army military supplies, inclufling ammunition 
and food, were stored at Ranchton (126.05, Sbeish (D12085) . Supplies, 
mostly food ani. ammunition, and personnel, destined for the castern front, 
were transported by truck ex far ar Hasch’én, Am average of 15 to 20 trucks 
reached this supply poimt each day. Fram Hanchion the supplies were carried 
hy civilians end North Korean soldiers over Onjéng-nytag (128-06, 3643) 
(o2285), which is too steep for velicles. Approximately 500 soldiers and. 
156 civilians were employed im this operation daily. The disproportion 
netween the amoust of supplies transported by the trucks ani that which could 
be relayed by the civilian-solfier teams caused the supply dumps at Hanch*on 
te grow larger cach day. ; 


The trucks were usually operated at might. In the event of air strikes during 
daplight hours, the trucks were hidden in shelters constructed in the forests 
alemg Uke roads. Types of trucks used imeloded new Soviet Zis and Ghag. 
tracks, Japanese Nissan trucks, and some American GMC trucks. 


Tn wideApril arms and ammmition for the North Korean 23 Brigade, IV Corps, 
were stored in. shelters. at the foot of a hill at Yonggong-ni (126-03, 38-47) 
(BTh6), 26 kilometers northeast of the Hwangju railroad station. Food, 
élothing, and medical supplies for the North Korean 23 Brigade were stored 
in 2@ houses at Sangsement (125040, 36-52) (YDu3105). 


ta early April the supply duegs of the North Karean 2 Regiment, LY Division, . 
I Corps, were at Eyewol2li (128-17, 38-41) (DT%3881), The supplies were 
store@ in seyen dugowls at the bese of a Hill, and the ares was camouflaged 
with pine trees, The exhrances te the dugouts are 1.2 meters high and 

0.8 meters wide, and the roofs are covered with spil 2 meters thick, Pine 
trees growing thickly in the area blend with the other cer@isflage, — 


All supplies for the 2 Regiment were stared at the KyewSlnli. dump before being 
forwarded. to each battalion. Two squads, about 20 men, were assigned to 
guard the dumps. , 


Tn early April 1952 a supply dump of the Chinese Communist 4 Field Army was 
im mare than 20 village houzes at Ganumni (12542, 39616) (YDu3349); 


In mid-April a supply dump containing arme and amortition for the Chinese 


Cammeatiat 4O Army was in an wuergroud- shelter 200 meters long ami 30 
meters. wide on 8 bill at Taesineni,4 4h kilometers morthenst of Chungiwe 
station (125-k7, 36-51) (7Bwk263). Pood, clothing, and some ammunition for 


the Chinese Commmist 40 Army were stored in about 15 village housew. at 


Tajongent (125-25, 39001) (CDaGO2L).

Tn February 1952 all foreige aid to North Korea was being transported into North 
Korea from a supply duwp at Chian, Manchuria. At wight the supplies were trange 


ported acrosa the Yalu River on a wocdes bridge between Chian and. Manptojin.2 


The average braffic across the bridge was 20 to 30 vehicles per night. 


Kowon (127-15, 39-26) (3.4966) is one of the most important points on the 
reilroed supply Line to the eastern frost, Approximately 1,000 Chinese Commi 
and Kerth Korean troops work in the Kowon Branch Bureau of the North Korean 
Minietey of “ransportation.
